The body of 
Elmer McCoy was first mov ed 
from the cemetery to the funer­ 
al home, and Mildred's body was 
next.

LONDON, Jan. 7.—(/P)—Hailing 
Russia's adv ance across the old

Polish situation and so brighten

dreamers. About a dozen aircraft carriers 
were turned out in November alone. War­ 
ship tonnage in 1941 was 2,132,000. Out of 
the ashes of Pearl Harbor it rose to 5,000- 
000 tons in 1943, a colossus bent 
on the 
destruction of 
Japanese aggression and 
Nazi tyranny. 
Tanks, guns and supplies 
are being 
produced in unbelievable quantities. 
These things were 
made possible by 
the productive genius 
of free enterprise. 
In the hands of 10,000.000 American men 
and their companions in arms, they are 
America's answer to the 
warped leaders 
of Europe and Japan who have challenged 
our freedom. 
But we have no cause to rejoice. Tens 
of thousands of our men must die in 1944 
to meet the challenge of the dictators. The 
usual new year speechmaking and editor­ 
ial phrase-making seem out of place. The

when the war started 
that they would have 
to make sacrifices.

The stuf­ 
fy, overheated office, or the noisy 
schoolroom, even the automobile 
journey in fresh air which flashes 
objects past the eyes demanding a 
dozen re-focusings a minute— all 
result in the red signal of head­ 
ache. 
The h e ad ac h e s mentioned in the 
above paragraph are acute, due to 
temporarily acting caus<•«. They 
are not particularly puzzling and 
they yield to simple analgesics— 
such as aspirin, phenacetm or 
acetaniiid.

A single person, or a 
married 
person 
not living with wife 
or 1 
husband, is entitled to a person­ 
al exemption for income tax pu r­ 
poses (but not for victory tax) of 
$1,200 for the year if he qualified 
as a “head of 
family” 
during 
1043. 
The term 
“head 
of 
fam ily” j 
should not be confused w ith the 
ordinary meaning of the phrase, 
since the fathers 
and 
mothers 
who arc ordinarily designated by 
the 
phrase 
usually 
determine 
their income tax exemptions as 
“married 
persons” — who 
arc 
also entitled to $1,200 
exem p­ 
tion. 
Actually, for tax purposes the 
phrase “head of 
family” means 
others—outside of husbands and
